In another cartoon he depicted 
the Democratic press as adon- 
key kicking the inert form of 
the deceased Edwin M. Stanton 
whose dismissal as Secretary 
of War led to impeachment 
proceedings against Andrew 
Johnson.

The Trojans got off to a 
tremendous start and had the 
Tigers down 14 - 0 before the 
Elba eleven got theirm machine 
cranked off, late in the second 
quarter. 

Troy opened the game mixing 
their running playsw well with 
the passes and on their second 
possession carried it in for a 
score. 

Elba appeared to bed doing the 
same on the next series but a 
Troy defender snared an Elba 
pass in the end zone as the first 
quarter ended. 

The second quarter beagan 
with Troy on theiro own 24 and 
in nine plays they were on the 
scoreboard again and the score 
was 14 - 0. 

The teams exchanged punts 
and Elba started a drive from 
their own 43. Aided byt two 15 
yard penalties Elba moved the 
ball to the Troy 12 yard line 
where Quarterback Wayne Flo- 
wers uncorked a pass to Ronnie 
Powell for the first Elba score. 
Don Rhodes added the extra 
point and the score was 14-7 in 
favor of Troy with 3:14 left in 
the first half.

Pastor's 
’ Corner 


REV. EDWIN R. SELLS. 


One of the high and holy 
experiences that can bind Ch- 
ristians together of all faiths 
is the Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. In our various denomi- 
nations, we have different ways 
of receiving the Sacrament. 
Some of us kneel, some stand, 
and some sit. The bodily po- 
sition that we take hardly makes 
any difference, it is the atti- 
tude one has in his heart. It 
is the determination that one 
has concerning his future re- 
lationship with the Giver of the 
Supper, that being Jesus Christ. 
I have received Communion in 
the largest of churches and I 
have received it in the simpl- 
est of church structures. The 
meaning should be the same 
to the worshipper who has pre- 
pared himself. 

Today, I want us to think 
about hands at the Lord’s Sup- 
per. This past Sunday, we 
observed the Sacrament in our 
Church and I noticed as I have 
on other occasions how the 
hands of people speak. 

Some hands were relaxed 
in prayer, resting uponthe rail. 
Gently they accepted the bread 
and wine, symbols of the body 
and blood of Christ. Then a- 


‘gain they resumed their atti- 


tude of prayer, relaxed, clasp- 


ed with heads bowed in acknow- 
ledgment of sin, hope of for- 
giveness and prayer for guid- 
ance, 

There were hands that trem- 
bled and shook as they handled 
the bread and the tiny glass. 
These hands spoke so eloquent- 
ly of their owner's years, hands 
that could before so long clasp 
the hand of their Savior, Jesus 
Christ. 

Chubby hands with their 
small, plump fingers which ex- 
perimentally accept the sacri- 
ficial offering. Hands of lit- 
tle boys and girls, guided by 
loving hands of parents to their 
first experience at the Lord’s 


Table. “And forbid them not, 
for such is the Kingdom of 
Heaven”. 

The long, slender fingers 
of a mother’s hands, that for 
a lifetime have prepared the 
food, washed and ironed the 
clothes and carried on the end- 


less tasks of family and home. 
Hands that on some were crook- 
ed at the joints, some that were 
wrinkled, and some whose skin 
was blotched -- butallthatgave 
evidence of love and willing 
sacrifice. 

Smooth hands with tapered, 
glowing fingers and beautiful 
rings attached -- hands of those 
who love God, yet proud of 
their appearance. Hands that 
as yet may not have been cal- 
led upon for their greatest of 
life’s work. 

Hands at the Lord’s Table, 
hands of all classes -- rich, 
poor and middle class -- all 
precious in God’s sight. Hands 
that tell a wonderful story 
Hands of all ages, meeting to- 
gether on their knees in prayer 
for a holy experience of Ch- 
ristian worship. 


In Tuesday's election, Cof 
fee County voters rejected the 
sale of alcoholic beverages in 
their County by a small major- 
ity. 

With 46 of the 50 Coffee County 
boxes counted unofficially, the 
wet-dry vote was 4283 voting wet 


and 5310 voting dry. This is 
a fraction over 55% dry vote 
and the outstanding boxes are 
rural boxes and esxpected to 
increase the dry vote nfargin 
Slightly. 


The City of Elba voted dry 
by a vote of 6862 dry to 688 
wet while Enterprise voted wet 
by a slim margin of 2426 wet 
to 2355 dry. New Brockton vot- 
ers rejected legalized sale of 
alcoholic beverage by a vote of 
419 against to 252 for. This is 
a 167 vote margin and was 
probably one oft the highest 
dry percentages in the county. 

For County Commissioners, 
District No. 4, Don Smith, Ben- 
nie Beckham and O. V. Waters 
carried the votes for Places 1, 
2 and 3 respectively. 

Maxwell Reeves retained his 
office as Tax Collector, winning 
over Republician Charles Gib- 
son by a wide margin. 

For Representative from 
2nd Congressional District, In- 
cumbent Bill Dickinson won the 
office for another term.

News 


The Elba City Schoois are 
in their third month of opera- 


tion and school officials feel 
they have had a very smooth 
beginning, 


With the uncertainty of get- 
ting into the new Middle School 
and the Area Vocational School, 
as well as the changing of all 
bus routes, school officials and 
parents were not sure how the 
beginning would be this year. 

The number of buses com- 
ing into the Elba City SchoolS 
were reduced from 14 to 8, 
therefore, there was no way of 
knowing what the enrollment 
would be prior to the starting 
of schools, The enrollment 
is up this year over last year 
in the Pre-School and Middle 
School and is the same in the 
Senior High School, but is less 
in the Elementary and Jr. High 
School. 

Since the opening of school 
it has been necessary to employ 
two additional teachers. 

The plans are to have open 
house in both the Middle School 
and Area Vocational School as 
soon as all equipment arrives 
and is installed. We feel there 
was a great need for both of 
these schools and is something 
that our town and community 
will be proud of. The Area 
Vocational School has broad- 
ened the curriculum offering at 
the Elba High School and should 
reduce the drop-out rateas well 
as train students for a vocation 
upon completion of High School. 

The Elba High School will 
be re-evaluated for accredit- 
ment by the Southern Associa- 
tion during this school year. 

Five years ago following a 
self-study by the Elba High 
School faculty and an evalua- 
tion by a group of Educators 
throughout the State and the 
State Department of Education, 
the Elba High School was 
recommended and accepted as 
a member school of the Sou- 
thern Association for Colleges 
and Universities. Many recom- 
mendations made by the com- 
mittee at this time have been 
corrected, and we are looking 
forward to being re-evaluated 
again this year.

Bloodmobile 
Coming To Elba 


“Blood -- the Magic Medi- 
cine -- comes only from peo- 
ple”, says the American Nat- 
ional Red Cross; and they are 
bringing the Bloodmobile to 
Elba on Friday, November 17, 
from 10:00 a.m. until 4:00 p.m. 
at the Elba Church of Christ. 

The Red Cross says that 
Elba is behind in its quota - 
having given only 173 pints of 
a 300-pint quota last year; and 
used 217 pints. Over the past 
7 years the quota has been 
2310 pints, but only 1737 pints 
have -been collected during that 
time 

Donations of blood are fur- 
ther urged by the Red Cross with 
this reminder: “Someone LIVES 
when someone GIVES.” 

Also, Mrs. Gayle Stephens, 
who works with the Bloodmo- 
bile, is compiling records of 
blood donors from Elba. She 
says, however, that the file is 
only partially complete at this 
time, with the records she has 
available, but is being brought 
up from 1967. 

If you would like to know 
how much blood you have given 
since that time, and need to 
have your blood donor card 
brought up to date, you may 
check with Mrs. Stephens at 
the Bloodmobile on Friday.
